In the case of the officers, the j«rv 
who quashed the proceedings was a ‘ grand jury*’ 
consisting exclusively of people of property and 
rank, who have to deddo whether the evidence to 
be tendered by the prosocntimi iss^cient to place 
the aocnacd at the tmr. In this case, it is thon^t 
unfeshiopable to disapprove of toe horrible tortures 
and flogm'n^ and merciless executions which Chief- 
Jawtice Colburn denounced in such appropriate 
terms; and so, not to be ontof ‘ society.^the grand 
jury stopped the proceedings. Bnt the Jamaica 
committee is vindicated. Gordon is proved beyond 
ah cavil to have been amnrdered man, and British 
citizens are declared to be free from thp operation 
of what is called martial law. Mr. Eyre is at large, 
but there are men here who, if they moot him in 
London, will attempt to arrest him, imd who, it 
they fail, will tell him he is a murderer. Nothing 
is clearer than that Eyre hated Gordon and had 
several time.8 attempted to ruin him. For This be 
had once received a rebuke from the minister at 
home so severe that most Governors on having it I 
would have resigned. The riot at one part of the 
island gave liim the long hoped for opportunity for 
revenge, and Gordon was hurried to the gallows. 

“Chief-Justice Coekbnm in private society 
speaks with even more directness of the infamies 
committed in Jamaica than he did when to court. 
At a dinner party the other day, while be was giv¬ 
ing expression to his sentiments, an officer of the 
army who was present observed to a ‘ haw-haw ’ 
manner,—‘Do you think so?

At the meeting'of this Society on Wednesday. 
April 3, Bev. Dorns Clark in tha chair, the Libra¬ 
rian reported &e gift 'since the last monthly 
meeting of 47 bound volumes, 26 pmnphlets, and 
various manuscripts. 

Hon. Charles Hudson, of Lexington, read pa- 
^rs on the history of slavery in Massadiusetts. 
He said that slavery grew out of what was denomi¬ 
nated a sygiexa of apprenticeship, both of which 
originated in Virginia. The demand for laborers 
was great, and efforts were made by the agents of 
the colony in England to supply the demand; and 
h^ce they induced poor people to embark for 
America, on condition that &ey should labor, after 
they arrived in this country, for a period suffi¬ 
ciently long to pay for their passage. When they 
arrived here, they were offered for sale, or rather 
their services were offered to those who would pay 
the shippers their bill for bringing the emigrants 
to the country. The shippers iakmg advantegeof 
the demand, so increased the charges for the pas¬ 
sage* that the period for which their labors were 
sold was about ton years. In the midst of this 
state of things a Dutch ship arrived in Virginia 
(1620) with about twenty negroes on board, which 
were offered for sale. They of coarse found a 
ready market. This was the introduction of slavery 
into this country; and hence slavery was es^ 
tabhshed before the New Englmd colonies were 
planted. 

Slavery, as a system, never had any legal exist¬ 
ence in Ma^achusette. A few slaves were smug¬ 
gled into the colony from time to rime, but the 
law of the colony was against it; and as early as 
1641 the General Court passed an order excluding 
slavery; and'^n 1645, James Smith, of Boston, 
brought two slaves and sold them—^whereupon, 
the feet being brought to the knowledge of the 
Court, it w^ ordered the n^roes be sent back to 
their own country, and that Smith and his mate be 
“laid hold on,” and made to answer for their 
doin^. In 1646, the General Court passed a law 
against the slave trade, denouncing it as “man¬ 
stealing.’' 

But notwithrianding this action on the part of 
the Coi^and the geneinl sentiment of the people, 
slaves in small numbers were from time to time 
brought into the colony, and even offered for sale 
jB the TOMie market. But whenever mj case was 
brought into Court, the slave was set free, either 
by the Court itself or by the jury. But this ag- 
gre^ye system found eountfflaaaoe with those who 
could make profits Irom tiiis unlajvful and 

the new rum manufactured in the colony was 
sent to Afnea, and in some cases n^roes were re¬ 
ceived in return.
